To Commence a War againft the King of France, 
for the Proſecution of His Proteſtant Subjets, ſeems 
to be very Unjuſt ; becauſe Speaking of Right and 
Wrong, we are. not. Intereſted in the Quarrel. | 
make- no Queſtion but the Proteſtants of France 
themſelves have, by the Laws of Nature and Rea- 
fon, a right to Defend their own Poſleffions. and 
Inheritances, and to Maintain themſelves in them by 
32 Force, 
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Force, if they had a Power ; and by the ſame'Rulſe 
might by Strength of Hand recover and take Poſs 
ſeſlion of their own Eſtates if they were Able : But 
it does-not ſeem 'ſo clear that a Neighbour Nation or 
State can juſtifie the making War or the King of 
France , to -oblige him to do Juſtice -to his: Prote- 
ſtant -SubjeQts.
